The big Graflex press camera "shot" the old tavern 


in Washington where Augustus H. Garland, Albert Pike 
and other notables met in the days of the county-seat's 
political glory.

Also, the stage-coach tavern m the old section ol 


Nashville, which was Nashville's first hotel. The mod- 
ern city has moved away a quarter-mile and left the old 
tavern standing by itself in a field. 


And then the camera journeyed from Nashville 


straight across northern Hempstead county to Blevins 
for the last two "shots" of the day. 


Picture No. 1 was of the tomb and monument of Ed- 


ward Cross, first federal judge of this territory, who is 
buried with his wife in a little cemetery on a pleasant 
hill on the farm of Wiley Duckett. 
Picture No> 2 closes our story of a day's adventure 


with the camera. It was a picture of the old Blevins 
tavern—built of squared logs, without nails or pegs, the 
corners of the building being dovetailed together like 
the corner of a big box. 
About 150 .feet from the build- 


ing you can see the deep-rutted, grass-grown remains 
of the 100-year-old stage-coach road 
Whips cracked, 


men shouted—and the stage swung off. the road and 
pulled up to the tavern porch to discharge its tired and 
dusty passengers. . . . And upstairs you will find in the 
thick planks an/ ancient bullet hole. Tradition tells us 
that there, one night, a not-so-tired traveler either quar- 
reled over cards or walked in his sleep. At any rate, he 
died all of a sudden .... on the old stage road in Hemp- 
stead county a hundred years ago. . .

Just before feeding, the bottle of 


milk should be placed in water heated 
to about 100 degrees, Fahrenheit, 
•which is just a little more than the 
temperature of the body. Never put 
a bottle which has been in the refrig- 
erator into a vessel containing boiling 
water or very hot water, as the bottle 
probably will break. 


When the milk seems to be warm 


enough, a drop or two should be test- 
ed on the inside of the mother's wrist. 
This part of the skin is very sensitive, 
and the mother may tell in this man- 
ner whether the milk is warm enough, 
or is too warm. 


The milk should drop from the hole 


in .the nipple in fair-sized drops and 
rather regularly. It should not run 
out. If the drops come too small or 
too slowly, the hole in the nipple may 
have to be .enlarged. 


Nowadays, there,are .all sorts of in- 


ventions, in the way of specially con- 
structed nipples, which are said to 
make nursing easier and to prevent 
the baby from swallowing air. 


The .baby should take just about as 


'long for an artificial nursing as he 
would for nursing from the breast. 


The same .rules may be followed, 


relative to preventing the baby from 
swallowing air, as "were suggested in 
relation to breast .feeding.

Prison Romance 


Involved in Plea 


W i d o w Continues Long 


Fight to Free Her Lov- 


er in Prison 


LITTLE ROCK— </P)— The governor 


of Arkansas heard Wednesday the 
plea of a 52-year-old widow and a life 
termer in the state penitentiary for 
clemency so that a prison-fostered ro- 
mance, involving a love story rivalling 
fiction, could culminate in matrimony. 


The convict, Ed Hardwick, 51, and 


the widow, Mrs. A. C. Tuveson, met 
in 1933 when she made a trip to Ar- 
kansas prison from her South B«nd, 
Ind.. home after correspondence had 
started through a magazine specializ- 
ing in romantic 'stories. She since has 
remained in Arkansas and carried on 
her efforts to have Harwick freed, 


Governor J. M. Futrell drove Wed- 


nesday to her home at England, Ark., 
and took her to nearby Tucker prison 
farm where they conferred with Hard- 
wick, sentenced to life in 1921 in Mis- 
sissippi county for the slaying of Bar- 
ney Richmond in a $400 robbery. 


"I haven't made any decision," the 


govcrnoij said Wednesday night up- 
on returning to Little Rock. "I want 
to think it over for a few days." 


Correspondence from Mrs. Tuvesor 


and Hardwick in the governor's files 
trace the romance; through the past 
three years. They contended that he 
was an innocent man and declared 
that they would not marry until he 
had been freed. 


A letter of Mrs. Tuveson published 


in the magazine in December, 1932 
starter the romance. It asked for an- 
swers from other women interested in 
cultivating new friendships. 


A copy of the magazine found its 


way into the prison barracks. Hard- 
wick wrote to her but signed his name 
"Elsie Hardwicbk." After she replied 
he advised Mrs. Tuvcrson of his true 
identity arid told her that he was in 
prison for life.

cease. In April, 1933, she came to Ar- 
kansas and visited the prison.

WASHINGTON.-M>)-Bclipsing all 


peace time issues, Secretary Morgen- 
thau next Monday will float an of- 
fering of $2,050.000,000 of government 
securities, including $1,000,000,000 to 
build up his present cash balance. 


The transaction will cover matur- 


ing obligations of $1,050,000,000 through 
a refunding operation and fotify the 
teasuy's balance—which now stands at 
$2,357.000,000—with new cash to meet 
all needs, including 
the soldiers' 


bonus. 


The billion-dollar cash borrowing, 


together with the weekly borrowing 
of $50,000,000 through the side of treas- 
ury bills wras expected to tide the gov- 
ernment over Until the next quarterly 
financing date, September 15. 


The cash offering, thex. details of 


which will be announced 
Monday, 


will cause the gross public debt to 
jump to " 51,000,000,000—reaching $32,- 
590,000,000 on the basis of Wednesday's 
treasury statement. 


The refunding offering will not af- 


fect the public debt as it means sim- 
ply the exchange of maturing obliga- 
tions for new securities. It will pro- 
vide for $686,000,000 of 1 1-8 per cent 
notes maturing June 15, as well as for 
$364,000,000 of 3Vt per cent notes falling 
due August 1. Both the cash and the 
refunding issue will be dated June 15. 


At the same time, Morgenthau re-

LITTLE ROCK—(/P)—Governor Fu- 


trell defended Tuesday his action In 
signing n bill passed by the 1935 leg- 
islature repealing the runoff primary 
law passed 
in 
1933, declaring that 


"legislative power Is vested In the 
general assembly and not in the gov- 
ernor." 


Hie governor In n statement issued 


last week declared he favored a pref- 
erential or runoff primary so that a 
third or fourth of the voters could not 
elect the next governor of Arkansas. 


The second primary law was in ef- 


fect at only one election, in 1934, be- 
fore it was repealed by a close vole 
in both houses of the last general as- 
sembly. 


The governor's statement Tuesday: 
"The preferential primary law was 


put to a lest in the primary election 
of 1934, to which law opposition de- 
veloped. It was made an issue in the 
last campaign. The voters passed on 
the question in the election of their 
representatives and senators and a 
majority voted for repeal. 


"Should thu governor frustrate the 


will of the majority? The governor 
cannot afford to veto a bill because if 
he had been a member of the legis- 
lature/ he would have voted against it.

The governor should not assume that
